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ERY  few  cities  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  can 
boast  of  having  made  such  progress  within  the 
past  few  years  as  can  the  Queen  City  of  the 
West — Regina,  Saskatchewan. 

Visitors  to  our  city  the  past  two  months 
who  have  not  been  here  within  two  years' 
time  are  astonished  at  the  progress  that  has 
been  made.  Two  years  ago  where  the  undu- 
lating prairie  grassed  waved  in  the  breeze,  now 
stand  solid  rows  of  business  houses,  residences 
and  boulevarded  streets.  Truly,  a  marvelous 
change,  that  denotes  the  progress  of  Commerce 
and  Industry  in  Western  Canada — Saskatche- 
wan—is rapidly  building  up  business  centres  that  will  vie  with 
any  of  the  cities  of  Canada  or  the  United  States  in  importancei 
financially  or  commercially. 

The  rich,  wealthy  country  surrounding  this  centre  is 
responsible  for  much  of  its  rapid  growth.  It  is  only  begin- 
ning to  be  realized  that  nowhere  on  this  continent  does  there 
exist  such  a  field  for  opportunities  as  now  lie  open  in  Saskat- 
chewan, with  her  rich,  fertile  soil,  unexcelled  for  the  product 
of  the  staple  foods  of  the  world. 

From  the  fact  that  the  country  possesses  these  valuable 
assets  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  huge  centres  will  in  course  of 
time  be  built  up  from  which  the  commerce  and  trade  of  so 
vast  and  wealthy  a  country  will  be  handled. 

Regina,  being  situated  in  the  very  heart  of  the  Province, 
is  bound  to  be  the  chief  centre.  This  honor  has  been  hers 
since  the  first  settler  arrived  in  the  Province  and  all  indica- 
tions point  conclusively  to  the  fact  that  she  will  continue 
to  be  so.

Financial 


Numerous  prominent  financiers  have  announced  that 
Regina's  financial  business  is  worthy  of  a  city  two  or  three 
times  its  size. 

Ten  chartered  banks  are  established  here. 

Sixty-four  companies  registered  in  Saskatchewan  under 
The  Foreign  Companies  Act  during  1910. 

The  aggregate  capital  amounted  to  $56,028,000. 

No  less  than  forty-seven  with  capital  of  $49,649,000 
made  their  headquarters  in  Regina,  a  convincing  argument 
of  Regina's  claim  to  be  the  leading  financial  centre  of 
Western  Canada. 

As  a  stock,  bond  and  debenture  centre  we  are  well 
and  favorably  known. 

Other  evidences  of  Regina's  financial  importance  are 
the  numerous  handsome  structures  now  being  erected  by 
the  financial  corporations,  among  which  might  be  mentioned 
the  Bank  of  Commerce  and  the  Imperial  Bank  buildings,  the 
building  of  the  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  buildings  of 
the  Western  Trust  Company,  The  Credit  Foncier  and  others.

The  city  owns  and  controls  the  spur  track  system 
and  sells  to  bona  fide  industrial  concerns  sites  for 
warehouses,  at  a  fractional  amount  of  their  real  value ;  a 
splendid  inducement.  This  is  centrally  located  in  the 
wholesale  district. 

A  Manufacturing  and  Distributing  Centre. 

Situated  in  the  heart  of  grain  growing  Canada,  sur- 
rounded by  huge  tracts  of  arable  land  on  all  sides,  we 
possess  a  geographical  position  peculiarly  our  own  which 
provides  a  feature  to  attract  the  manufacturer  and  whole- 
saler. 

Regina  manufactures  her  own  soap,  fence  wire,  mat- 
tresses, castings,  packing  house  products,  sash  and  doors, 
wood  work,  printing,  gasoline  tractors,  cement,  brick,  aerated 
waters,  beer,  etc. 

Over  one  hundred  wholesale  and  distributing  houses 
are  now  located  here  which  include  wholesale  agricultural 
implements,  groceries,  hardware,  fruits,  stationery,  soap, 
furniture,  etc.

Saskatchewan  is  Canada's  great  Wheat  Province.  We 
have  60,000,000  acres  of  wheat  land  with  a  little  over 
6,000,000  in  crop.  During  1910  we  produced  10,000  000 
bushels  more  wheat  than  the  whole  of  other  portions  of 
Canada  combined.  Only  two  states  in  the  Union  exceeded 
the  production  of  Saskatchewan.
